2. SeaoJved, That the Emancipation 
Proclamation of tht President of tha Uni- 
ted Statea of January 1st, 1863, aod the 
orders or proclamation establiabing martial 
law in kqpal Stataa,'Bra dearly 'bUMMiitito- 
tional, null aod void. The Senate Of Ken- 
lucky, deeply regretting the necessity 
therefor, but every jealous of constitutional 
rights aod guarantees, and watchful of the 
liberties of the State and interests of its 
citizens, now earnestly and solemnly records 
ita proteat against those and all similar 
assamptioDs of power. Bat at the same 
time, clearly distinguishini^ between the 
eubminutndiom of the Ooveromeat and tbe< 
Oouertummt Hsolf. bereby docWred tfegat H 
finds in those measures no justification for 
rebellion or armed hostility to tha Govern- 
ment, nor excut^e for favor to or sympathy 
with secession or treason, the remedy there-

bly loyal to the Union and tba Oonstlta- 
tion- . . , 

3. Reaolved, Tbat tt Is easeotisl to the 
preoervaiion of civil liberty, that the mili- 
tary p<^wer Bball be subordinate to thecivil; 
and that we can never consent or aobm it to 
an invasion of this order. 

4. RtaehfiHi. That the Senate of Keo- 
lucky has seen with pleasure and hope, io 
the late electiooa held iosome of tba North- 
era SUtes, tbat there iajs power there that 
reverently fiegards oon^Uutiooal law, that 

ill faitnfnilj olwerve constitutional boun- 
daries, and unflinchingly resist, by all law- 
ful means, uuconstitutional assumptions. — 
We will cordially second their efforts to re- 
store the Unioa (U sffaas and the Conatitu- 
tiou as it is. 

5 Besolved, That the Senate of Kentucky 
esteems the blessing of the Federal Union 
aod Government as inestimable. That we 
will cheerfully, in good faith and with loy- 
nl spirit, promote, with all our ,powers and 
energies, every ffCort to suppress the rebel- 
lion and save the Government and Qonsti<- 
tution»l liberiy; and that w.e will now and

I person shall be held to answer for a capital 
' orotberwise failamous crime, unless on the 
praaaatmeot of' a grand jnry, except in ea- 
ses arising in the laod or naval forces, or 
the militia, when in actual service in time 
of war or public danger; nor shall any per- 
son be subject, for the same offense, to be 
twice put in jeopardy of life or limb, nor 
shall ho be compelled, io any criminal case, 
to be a witness against bimsetf nor be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property, without 
due p'oeess of law; nor shall private prop- 
erty be taken for poUia itse witboat jost 
compensation. 

7. Tbat it is also at enmity with article 
6th of tbe amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, which emphatically says 
in all criminal prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial 
by an impartial jury of the State and dis- 
trict wherein the crime shall have been 
committed, which diatrict sh^l bave been 
previously aseertaioed by law;' and to be in- 
formed of the nature and cause oftbo aaen- 
sation, to be confroiHed with the witnesses 
against him, lo have compulsory process 
for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to 
have the assistance of counsel for hisdefense. 

8. That it is at enmity with a law enacted 
by the great I AM, shown in lbe25lh chap- 
ter« 44tb, 43th and 46tb verses of Leviticus, 
which is as follows: 'Both thy bond-men 
and bend-maids, wbieb tboa sbalt bave, 
k%&n he yt tbe'btatbM' Cftail aia ranofd Bboat 
yon: of them shall yo boy bond -men and 
bond-maida. Moreover, of the children of 
the strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their families 
that are with you, which they begat in your 
land; and they shall bo your possession. — 
And ye aball take them as an inheritance 
for yoor children after you, to inherit them 
for a possession; they shall be your bond- 
men fof«ier$ bat o*ar y«MR bretbrea, tbe 
ebildiaa off Israel, fis ahaU liot rnla o a a wver 
another with rigor.* 

9. That we proteat agidnat the arrest and 
imprisonment of our citizens without any 
charge being preferred against them what- 
ever. 

10. That ail such arrests are unauthorized 
by the Constitution of tbe United States and 
the Constitution of Kentucky, and are usur- 
pations of power delegated by the people to 
the Preaident; and all such arrests are here- 
by condemned and declared palpable vinla- 
tioos of the Constitution of the United 
States and the OonatitoUoo wf Seutaoky; 
aod it laberiii^ demanded tbat sacb streets 
ehall eesse hereafter, and that peiaoBaaoar- 
res^ted shall have a prompt and speedy trial 
according to the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the Constitu- 
tion of Kentucky, or bo immediately releas- 
ed. 

11. That wo beartly approve of the re.«io- 
lutiouB introduced in tha United States Sen- 
ate by our distinguished Senator, the Hon.
